Ad uneniployed tenant tijing to be a coniracior, and 5 or more fanalicaï unit owners, who 
are fol ïowing this Pied Piper, are atiempting lo sei>:econtrol of Fountain Court 
Condominiums For Theïr 0*^11 self jnieresi i^itboul regard ftir ail unit owners. 

Do you wanl such people with thi^ menialily and lïbjective to represent FCC? Do yoti 
wani a manager who bas no properly management eredetilials, and who knows wbat kind 
of background, and who xvouidn'l be considered by areal estale management fïmi, an 
apartmeni complex or condo t;omniunity for a management position? Do you want a 
manager who got the position a.^ a resuh of his deviousand imtruthful wordsand aciioos? 
ïf so. be carefiil and hold on to your pocktitbooks, 

NOW, FOR THE BIG STORY! ! ! 

Initiaily when the rear building flood adjusier arrived ou FCC property, after missing bis 
appointmenl the manager, Lenny, our Pied Piper and tenant in unit #94, dccidcd to 
represent himself as the manager and requested that the adjuster e-mail to him ail 
estimâtes. In addition, they agreed tlial the rear btiilding \\ould bc adjusted on ihe basis of 
a 1, 2 and 3 bedroom ba-sic unit forait flooded units. Don 'l you think Lenny shouldhave 
tried to call the manager to get him over as soon as possible? Lenny wlll probably say 
that he tried several times to call the manager and, as usual. he wouidn't answer his 
phone. Whcn management icamcd of this ho approached Lenny 10 objeci to his 
interférence and Lenny was askcd not to interfère with Board and/or management 
business. To this he ignored the manager and v.alked away. On several occasions Lenny 
has passed himselfotVas the manager which bas caused problems. 

The checks Lenny gives référence to m oiie of his latest hysterical publieations sheds 
some more light on bow Lenny. the tenant, ïook matiers inio his own hands with another 
upsianding unjl owTier, Dennis Perry, unit U-5?>, who pays his condo dues as a resuJt of a 
court onJer. 



For sometime our iiisurance agents and adjusters hâve been trying lo leam where our 
daim checks were wilh no results, in particular the fronï building flood checks. If Lenny 
had so many FEMA sources at his disposai and knew about the checks, yon would think 
m ihe best interesl of ail unit owners he would hâve corne to the Boardor managemenl to 
tell us what was going on. Rather it was to his advantage to hold this information until it 
was the righl time to begin hi.^ public campaign to take over FCC. Our sources say that 
Lenny might hâve known about thèse checks sinoe October- 

In October, Dennis Perry, unit #58, was not satisfied wiih [he prelimînary flood estimate 
for his unit and in vulgar terms told the manager so. Perry decided to call Fidelity 
National (FEMA) tlood insurers direct to file his own claitn whieh caused Fideliry to 
erroneously change their records to name Dennis Perry at his Covingion address as the 
FCC représentative in Heu of our manager at the Métairie address. TTiis caused close to 
half million dollars worth of flootf checks for the front building made outto FCC to be 
deiivered to Dennis Perry who has kept them since October. When our flood insurance 
agent finally trackedthis down with the helpof FEMA our manager called Perry who 
said he was keepiug them until he had an opportunity to talk lo his atlomey. I^nny 
reported in his e-mail thaï our manager agrced to thîs, which is a lie, and that he wa$ told 
by Perry that he wouidn't give management the checks, because he didn'i trust the 
manager. 

Ont flood insurance agent also tried to track the reraaining rear building flood check/s 
and leamcd that the adjusler had noi yet sont in his estimate file, Our sources say that 
Lenny might hâve been involved with the hold up, as he originally requesied that ail 
estimâtes be sent to him. Fidelity expects to get the file immediately for processing. Our 
windstonn agent advised that Scottsdale insurance company will mail windsïorm claim 
check/s atthe end of this week, 

Now, getting back to the ill egall y held checks, Fidelity immediately (12/8/05) stopped 
payment on thèse checks and issued nCA checks which were received in the Boards hands 
Saiurday 12/11/05. The Board and management will revîew thèse checks, ail for the front 
building, against the Estimate of Loss and begin issuing checks this week. 

The Board would like to remind the dissenters thaï actions by Lenny and Perr}' border 
illégal and if they continue to be a part of this aitempted takeover there will bc légal costs 
involved which wîU be at the expense of aJI unit owneis. To ail unit owners, do you want 
such individuals representing you and do you want to put >our invtsiment in ïhe hands of 
such people who didu't eam ihcir way, but got there through déception? 

Continuing to work for your best interest. MERRY CHRISTMAS AND RAPPY NEW 
YEAR from the Board, management and [Tiainïenance.
